“ In its last issue the S u n called atten­ 
tion to the fact that a number of residents 
of Lee co .nty were troubled with malaria, 
and ex pressed the belief that this form of 
disease in most cases was occa ioned by 
bad water.”

publication from week to week, the slan­ 
der tLat “ many res dents of Lee county 
jav e been afflicted with malaria?”

President Linco ln rev iewed tho Army 
o f the Po to mac late in No v ember, 1 8 G2, 
when tho mud had so mewhat dried up. 
There were 7 2,000 men in the 
line, 
whicn was ex tended o v er a distance o f 
fo ur miles, and which co mprised six ­ 
teen light batteries o f artillery , and a 
largo regular and v o lunteer 
artillery 
fo rce. 
Ov er fifty regimental bands 
disco ursed admirable music, and in 
sev eral instances the bands o f brigades 
were co nso lidated. 
The President and 
sev eral members o f his Cabinet were 
mo unted, Secretary Camero n display ­ 
ing great pluck in the management o f 
a fiery steed, and the marching past 
in rev iew, in clo se o rders, o ccupied up­ 
wards o f three ho urs, Gen. McClellan, 
mo unted o n a spirited black charger, 
heading the co lumn. 
Fo reign o fficers 
spo ke in high praiso o f the precisio n, 
pro mptness and regularity with which 
tho mo v ements w’o re ex ecuted. 
Amo ng o ther incidents o f tho rev iew 
it was related that, while the co lumn 
was passing in rev iew, an o fficer ro de 
up to Gen. McDo well, the senio r o ilicer 
o r the day , and info rmed him that 
liquo rs were being freely so ld by a per­ 
so n fro m bis carriage o n the gro und, 
against all o r« lers. 
The General au­ 
tho rized the o fficer to hav e the o ffender 
arrested. 
The 
o fficer 
co mplaining 
to o k a squad o f men with him in pursuit 
o f the alleged v ender o f into x icating 
drinks, and sco n halted in fro nt o f a 
carriage co ntaining a basket o f cham­ 
pagne, the co ntents o f which were be­ 
ing freely dispensed by the pro prieto r 
thereo f. The o fficer made inquiry as to 
the name o f the o wner, and was in­ 
fo rmed that the pro prieto r o f the team 
and champagne was Bussell. 
“ What 
Bussell ? ” asked tho o fficer. 
“ Bussell 
o f the Lo ndo n T im es.” 
“ Are y o u sell­ 
ing this article? ” inquired the o ilicer, 
po inting to the champagne. 
“ Selling

Do y o u think 
I keep a gro g 
sho p? ” respo nded 
Bussell. 
By this 
time the o fficer began to “ smell a rat,” 
and quietly dro v e away , finding o ut 
v ery so o n after that it was ano ther per­ 
so n who was v io lalio ng o rders by sell­ 
ing liquo rs o n the gro und.

so n was acco rdingly arrested and placed 
in the guard ho use.

th e war. 
His “Hy mn s to th e Go ds,”

p u blish ed in Blackwo o d, 
were regarded as th e fin est sp ecimen s 
o f American p o etry , ami h e was well

“ impro v ed,” the to o th-filer is an im­ 
po rtant perso nage amo ng them. 
His 
o utfit includes a hammer, a bracing- 
sto ne o r anv il, chisels, files, and saws. 
The perso n to be o perated upo n pre­ 
pares his feetli fo r the 
purpo se by 
chewing raw rice o r tumeric, and, pro s­ 
trating himself o n the gro und, lay s 
his head, blindfo lded, upo n the o per­ 
ating bench. 
The o perato r demo nstra­ 
tiv ely repeats an unintelligible incan­ 
tatio n phrase, and, wedging the sub­ 
ject’s mo uth o pen, perfo rms his wo rk. 
The filing do ne, the teeth are black­ 
ened, and the pain is quieted w ith co - 
co annt water in which an iro n, inserted 
red-ro t, lias been standing fo r sev eral 
day s. 
Fo r so me time after the o pera­ 
tio n 
the patient must 
av o id eating 
things unpleasant to so re teeth. 
As a 
reco mpense he has co me into so ciety 
and may marry . 
The legendary o rigin 
o f the custo m is a miraculo us escape 
Mo hammed is said to hav o o nce had 
fro m tho pursuit o f a redo ubtable an 
tago nist. 
After hav ing eluded his pur­ 
suer 
by 
being o v ershado wed by a 
swarm o f bees,* lie was nearly o v er­ 
taken again, 
and hid in a dry well. 
So me o f the pursuing party tho ught he 
might be in the w*ell, and threw sto nes 
into it. Ho was lo o king up at the time, 
and the sto nes kno cked o ut fo ur o f his 
upper teeth. 
The 
fashio n o f 
filing 
do wn the teeth, is, ho wev er, pro bably 
o lder than Mo hammedanism. 
M. E. 
T. Hamy has made a study o f the per­ 
fo ratio ns o f the teeth by the abo rig­ 
ines o f Central America and Yucatan 
w hich are mentio ned by v ario us au­ 
tho rs. 
Mo ta Padilla say s tho Indians 
cut their teeth do wn to sharp po ints 
aim bo red ho les in them, which they 
filled with black cement. 
A statuette 
dug up at Tejar has the upper fro nt 
teetli thus bo red with cy lindrical ho les;, 
and a fragment o f an upper jaw dug 
no at Campo achy during the French o c­ 
cupatio n sho ws the real teeth marked 
with precisely 
similar 
perfo ratio ns. 
The ho les appear to hav e been tiled 
afterward wdth 
bluish-green 
sto nes. 
The o peratio n o f bo ring tho se ho les 
can hardly hav e been practiced o n liv - 
ing perso ns, 
ami 
tho ev idence indi­ 
cates that it was do ne after death. No 
similar mutilatio ns are kno wn to be

vague impression of colors and things 
remains, with perhaps hero and there 
a distinct remembrance of something 
p articularly striking or beautiful.

details, even a third is desirable us it 
brings out many charming little ar­ 
rangements that go far toward making 
up the whole effect, but that escape at­ 
tention in a more general observation. 
The trim m ing department is always 
©no of the most attractive, and is more 
$han usually so this season from the 
quantity as well as the quality of fash­ 
ionable garniture. 
A ll that taste and 
ingenuity combined can accomplish in 
designing and executing pretty decora­ 
tions is seen in its most elaborate form; 
and if long experience had not taught 
Shat the resources of designers and 
manufacturers were sim ply inexhaust­ 
ib le, there would be cause to fear that 
the present abundance indicated fu­ 
ture dearth, but as original arrange­ 
ments and no\ei groupings 
have al­ 
ways 
risen 
heretofore to meet like 
emergencies, it is safe to say that other 
now designs w ill be forthcoming when 
the proper time arrives, though what 
these new things in 1 lie way of trim ­ 
mings w ill be it is impossible even to 
surmise, for every available substance 
and all 
considerable 
arrangements 
seem 
already 
to be 
fullv utilized. 
There are beads and beads, great and 
small, dull and bright, plain and cut, 
heavy and 
light, all used 
singly, in 
groups, 
pendants, fringes, embroid­ 
eries, tassels, an l what-not. Glass, por- 
oAJain, lead, steel, and wood aro some 
v?i' (he materials employed in their man­ 
ufacture, and in the coloring and cut­ 
ting thereof marvelous and rich are 
the the effects produced. 


There is actually no color in which 
m etallic beads aro not brought out in 
iridescent tones, so that a dress of what­ 
soever shade may be appropriately gar­ 
nished with them, 
l oaded 
laces and 
nets are seen in as great profusion as 
ever, but the band 
and 
pendant, or 
drop trimmings are the popular fancy 
for dresses, wraps, and hats. The band 
trimmings come in 
various 
widths, 
ranging from half an inch to two inches 
or more, and are used for panel and 
drapery edging in the skirt and on the 
bodices for outlining vests, and finish­ 
ing neck, sleeve, and lower edge. Some 
of the very expensive and 
beautiful 
bands have open-work mohair founda­ 
tions, the threads being arranged in 
horizontal bars. 
Tins foundation in­ 
creases the strength, as well as adds 
beauty, and hence is doubly desirable. 
Bands 
measuring two inches across 
make especially rich garniture, 
and 
there is a simple but ellectivo style 
which shows three close rows of tiny 
beads down either side, with a double 
group of rows down tho center, from 
■which hang pendants at short intervals. 
These pendants are of large beads cut 
in fancy shape, and are strung 
from 
threads of finer beads. 
Bands of this 
description are brougt out in all colors, 
an t the mohair ground 011 which the 
beads are set is so tine as to be scarcely 
visible. 
Among pretty edge trimmings are 
fringes of single pendants strung on a 
narrow heading that is to be placed 
upder tho edge of the 
garment the 
pond ants 
adorn. 
These beads are 
sometimes in the shape of acorns ma le 
v e r y pointed and rather smaller than 
the ordinary acorn. 
There aro many 
other fancy shapes, and among the very 
pre tiest and oddest of the trimmings 
are round carved wooden beads similar 
to rosary beads, hung singly and some­ 
times tipped with single smaller beads. 
The carving on many of the beads is 
really wonderful, taking the compara­ 
tively reasonable price into considera­ 
tion. 
Some 
of

Leads are 
in 
light and others in dark wood, and *ulj 


others shade from one tone to the next. 
Wooden beads the size of marbles are 
exceedingly pretty in shaded effects, 
with tiny interlaced rings cut all over 
the surfaces. 
These beads are placed 
on the narrow silk heading just so they 
escape each 
other in dangling, 
and 
each carved bond is 
tipped 
with a 
plain lighter bead the size ot a pea. 
Fring es of large and sm all iridescent 
beads strung in fancy shape are used 
in overlapping rows on the side pau- 
nels and front breadths of the skirts. 
They are even more effective than the 
bead embroideries, 
as the 
separate 
strands are kept almost constantly in 
motion aud catch and reflect the light 
in a wonderfully vivid way. 
Besides 
these fringes are perfectly round balls 
of large size covered w ith infinitely 
tiny beads. 
Two of these beaded balls 
wre attached to a string of fine beads 
three inches long, one ball at tho foot, 
and the second half up. 
These sepa­ 
rate dangling ornaments are fashona- 
bly 
hung over silk or velvet dress- 
fronts, a breadth of ordinary width re­ 
quiring a full gross of ornaments in its 
decoration. 
The 
arrangement is of 
course very showy, but the weight is 
an enormous one to carry round, and 
the less 
bulky fringes are decidedly 
preferable.

Tho eye was simp ly a eoneo-eonvex 
| shell, and tho doctor exp lain ed that 
the n atu ral workin g and tu rn in g of the 
artificial eye was n ot du e to imp roved 
mechanism, bu t simp ly to the modern 
method of op eratin g on the n atu ral 
eve. 
In stead of formerly, only a p art 
was removed, and the artificial organ 
was fitted on the stu m p , 
which wou ld

; cen ter forms tho p u p il. 
T he p ain tin g 


j of tho iris is don e with delicate enamel 
i colors, and then a bu lb of cloar crystal 
! glass is p latted over it. 
Tho red veins 
are traced with fine films of red glass 
laid on and fu sed. 
P robably over 
10,000 
p <*op lo in tho U n ited States 
wear artificial eyes. 
Dr. W illiam Siem en s devised an ar­ 
tificial eye which is sensitive to light 
and to differences in color, gives signs 
of fatigu e when su bjected to p rolon ged 
action of light, and regain s its stren gth 
after restin g with closed lids; and, by 
an oleetro-magn et attachm en t, may be 
made to « dose itself in volu n tarily at a 
vivid 
tlash. 
Su ch an eye wou ld bo 
worth having. 
It is well known, too, 
that tho vibration s of mu sical tones 
may bv ordin ary con du ctin g wires be 
tran sm itted to tho ear; and it remains 
to be seen, says 
Hr. Siemens, whether 
light vibrations may n ot be tran sm itted 
to tho brain 
in 
tho absen ce of the 
n atu ral eye.— Se w 
Yo rk Ma il.

A Mista ke. 
If the a vera ge va lue of the school house 
grounds a nd a ppa ra tus, in ea ch of the 
districts of Lee County, is six hundred 
dolla rs,—a nd I think tha t not too high,— 
then the people ha ve invested in school 
property one million dolla rs, 
Besides 
this, the people of this county spend, 
a nnua lly, for tho support of the schools, 
ninety thousa nd dolla rs. 
A va st sum of 
money, a nd y et it is pa id willingly, a nd 
with seldom a compla int from the ta x 
pa yers’ 
In striking contra st with the 
libera lty of tlie people, is the penurious 
uess of some boa rds of directors, who, 
when hiring a tea cher, inva ria bly a sk, 
not w ha t prepa ra tion ha s he ma de for 
tea ching; 
w ha t success ha s he ha d in 
the pa st; is he the kind of ma n 1 ca re to e n ­ 
trust my child with? But how much does 
he cha rge per month, a nd do you know 
where w e ca n hire a tea cher live dolla rs 
chea per? This is a serious mista ke,a nd by 
such a course,the efficiency of our schools 
is grea tly lessened,a nd a la rge pa rt of this 
va st outla y of m oney, to gether with the 
Va lua ble time of the children, is worse 
tha n squa ndered. 
Ma ny of the schools 
of the county em ployed three different 
tea chers la st yea r, or a new tea cher for 
ea ch term. 
From one third to one ha lt 
of ea ch term wa s required by the tea cher 
to become a cqua inted with the pupils, 
their a bility to work Ac, 
Suppose the 
a vera ge w a ges to be twenty live dolla rs 
per month, a nd the district ha s nine 
months 
school, 
a nd 
by 
cha nging 
tea chers three times during 
the yea r 
there is a sa ving of ten dolla rs per month, 
or ninety dolla rs for the yea r. 
W ha t 
does it cost the district to sa ve this ninety 
dollurs? 
At lea st one month out of ea ch 
term is lost in reviewing a nd etc., a tota l 
of seventy live dolla rs on tea chers wa ges 
a lone. 
Besides this, the loss of the chil­ 
dren’s time. Who ca n estima te it? I ha ve 
been a ccused of being in fa vor of pa ying 
high wa ges, 
a nd, 
in 
a mea sure, the 
cha rge is true. 
But 1 would not ha ve 
it understood tha t I a m in fa vor of pa y­ 
ing high prices to tea chers indiscrimi­ 
na tely, or, tha t I believe a high price 
pa id to a poor tea cher, will improve his 
work. 
On the contra ry, 1 believe tha t 
a ny money pa id to a poor tea cher is 
worse tha n wa sted. 
But, w hen you ha ve 
secured a good tea cher; one who does 
good work a nd gives sa tisfa ction to the 
pupils a nd pa trons of the 
school, he 
should be pa id a living » a la ry 
, a nd reta in­ 
ed in the school a s long a s possible. 
In 
a dvising this course, 1 a m only a dvising 
you to do wha t every prudeut ma n does 


in his priva te business a ffa irs. 
The m er­ 
cha nt w ho would discha rge his tried a nd 
trusty clerk a nd em ploy one w ithout 
ex perience for the sa ke of sa ving five or 
ten dolla rs a month, w ou ’d be consider­ 
ed a very foolish ma n. 
Is it not rea son­ 
a ble to ex pect directors to ex ercise the 
sa me good jugm ent in the conduct of 
public a ffa irs, tha t a prudent ma n would 
in his priva te a ffa irs? Our tea chers should 
be the brightest a nd best men a nd w o­ 
men in the country, a nd this ca n only 
be so w hen the schools pa y a s good wa ges 
a s they ca n com ma nd in the other a ve­ 
nues of life. 


About Growing Old. 
A pa thetic figure in history is tha t old 
Spa nia rd w ho three hundred a nd seven­ 
ty-two yea rs a go, w ent up 
a nd down 
a mid the ra nk, unex plored wilds of our 
Southern coa st country, sea rching for 
the founta in w hich should cha nge a ge to 
perpetua l youth. 
Men w ho ha ve done 
m ghty deeds of va lor will be rea d of but 
to be forgotten, w hile P on ce de Leon 
will be of immorta l m em ory for ha ving 
voiced, in his futile quest, the strong de­ 
sire com mon to m ost of us so soon us we 
ha ve once felt the keen, sta rtled pa in 
tha t com es when w e discover the first 
gra y ha ir, the ga thering lines in our 
fa ces, a nd tha t our youth ha s slipped 
from 11« . 
The belief in the youth giving foun­ 
ta in perished with the old Don, but the 
desire w hich prompted his belief a nd 
sea rch is the sa me now a s then. 
It is a pitiful fa ct tha t ma ture men a nd 
w om en do,a lm ost universa lly,bitterly re­ 
gret their youth. 
W hen it wa s with 
them, w ith its na rrow horizon a nd bound 
less hope, it cla imed a ll things of the 
future; but it knew no conscious, respon­ 
sible present. 
W hile indulging in regrets 
youth is not perpetua l, a nd in utterly 
va in endea vors to simula te it when it is 
gone, ma ny fa il to co-opera te with the 
best developm ent of their own na tures, 
a nd thus seed a sure ha rvest of husks for 
a ge. 
Tha t, down through a ll the centuries 
of com puted time, men a nd wom en ha ve 
cried out for the blossom s of the spring 
time of life, w hich pa ssed from them tha t 
the fruition of summer a nd a utumn might 
be,w hile the use,the bea uty,the persistent 
glory of the supreme present wa s lost to 
them, furnishes a problem of life in the 
solution of w hich no one is concerned. 
Though, 
outside 
of 
ourselves, 
we 
sea rch fa r a nd wide w ith the utm ost dil­ 
igence, we m a y not find the solution of this 
problem, 
for the fa ctors w hich 
ma ke 
possible its revea lm ent a rc within the 
m ysteries bounded by ea ch ma ture per­ 
sona lity. 
All persons must becom e stu­ 
dents of self a nd ex plore these mysteries 
within them selves for them selves, a s the 
solutions a rc us intrica tely different a s 
hum a nity is va ried. 
There com es into the life of every hu­ 
ma n being :i period « if rea liza tion. 
When 
this point is rea ched, be it a t 15 or 50, we 
look ba ck a nd com prehend whsit w e rea l 
ly ex perienced, 
if Itiis retrospect shows 
w ha t seem s u misspent y outh—a nd to 
how ma ny of us does it not ma ke such a 
revela tion? —the progress of our 
lives 
should not be sta yed wfth a wuil on this 
a ccount. 
W hen we once fully rea lize 
tha t time bus been misspent, it ha s a l­ 
rea dy ha d its use. 
W e see the pine tree throw its needles 
skywa rd from its fa stenings in the sca nt 
soil of the heights, a nd the rich lea fed 
ca ta lpa sprea ding its broa d sha de from 
its rooting in the soft ea rth of the va lley. 
Na ture pla ces them w here they ma y best 
thrive, a nd we ma y know tha t tlie soil of 
circum sta nces in which w e w ere pla ced 
before we could pla ce ourselves, w a s sui 
ted to our thriving. 
Inveighing a ga inst circum sta nces, or 
our fellows, for a ny ha ppening either 
ea rly or la te in life, is cowa rdly. 
Let us 
look within ourselves for the ca use of 
our ills a nd we sha ll often tind both the 
ca use a nd the remedy.
